Submission of Annual Administration Report.—I am directed to snbmit 
for the information of Government the following report on the working of 
the Shipping Office, Calcutta, during the financial year 1921-29. 

2. Ghief duties of the Shipping Master.—Tho chief dutios of the 
Shipping Master are to afford facilities for the engagement and discharge of 
seamen, to administer trust funds on their behalf, to relieve them when 
distressed, and to take charge of their property when they die for disposal 
to their legal heirs. This brings the Shipping Master into constant corres- 
pondence with the Board of Trade, London. the Registrar-General, Shipping 
and Seamen, London, and in India, with District Magistrates, and the 
Commissioner of Police, Calcutta. 

3. Comparison between the number of Seamen shipped and discharged 
during the years 1920-21 and 1921-22:— A comparative statement of the 
number of seamen shipped and discharged under European and Indian 
Articles of Agreement during the years 1920-21 and 1921-99 is given below, 
from which it will be observed that the number of seamen shipped and 
discharged under European Articles of Agreement is slightly decreased ; 
that the number of seamen shipped under Indian Articles of Agreement 
is considerably increased, and that the number of seamen discharged under
